2. Claims 112-117, 120-132 and 140-146 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
teaches identifying locations and selecting location to watermark data and determining 
frequency components based on a random number. However, the prior art fails to 
teach randomly selecting a plurality of number to frequency modulation relationships 
and frequency modulating the title data at the selected locations using the selected 
relationship.
